STB and N04 members have free entry 
eyervwhere but must have a DOZ card or an STB badre, 094 officers at Boletice 
are furnished with blue passes wich permit thon to drive through in their 
cars at any time. Troops cannot leave the camp, except when they are escorted 


their officers to fro to the movin7e nicture theaters or to the lectures at Ces 
& i 


Kronloy.
